Theodore Watts writes iu a very interesthi 
fashion, llo describes her at the time of 
her man [age to the poet as a bright-eyed lit, 
tie creatnre of sixteen, with beautiful soft' 
thick, rich curls. She had not a shilling ' 
but that she was charming Is attested by the 
fact that she had already had two most bril- 
liant offers of marriage—one from a peison 
of distinguished rank, the other from one of 
the richest commoners in England.

Recognising ttieir value, the paper 
dealer disposed of them to their present 
owner, Mr, Eugene L. JJidier, from whom 
tbey havo been secured by the editorn of 
ticribner'a Monlkli/ for publication in that 
magazine. They show the authors now in 
ETigland with'hopes oTaVeconcilation with 
Jerome; now iu Geneva educating "Bo.;" 
later in Italy with the Bonaparte family, of 
whom she gives keen descriptions, arid then 
back .in Paris enjoying her coveted social 
triumphs. -The letters are said to exhibi' 
most interestingly a high social ambition' 
shrewd business tact, wide knowledge of the 
world and outspoken cynicism, as w?ll as 
some of tbe more kindly traits which char- 
acterized the distinguished wilier. 
The. 


first instalment of these letters appear in 
the June number of Scribner's 
JfonUtly, 


and include an account of the negotiations 
or a manuga between "Bo." 
and Char- 


otte, the daughter of Joseph Bonaparte, in i 
which tbe writer was greatly interested, but 
which finally failed.

material wiHappear'in.succeeding numbers.

Principal French, of a rennaylvunia Nor- 


mal .School, lias been making .some excellent 
suggestions in regard to what lie calls "a 
business day" in schools—one day in a 
month, a foitniglit, or a week act asitlo i'or 
tlio learning of sonic puitfcnlar thing in a 
fresh way. 
He recommends that on one of 


these days each pupil should be requested to 
bring some good magazine or newspaper and 
read therein something of real value which 
will bring out questions fioin the auditors.
